A policeman on duty said that after 
tbe proprietor and clerks of‘the store 
ran for the departing thief a neatly 
dressed gentleman, with all the airs of 
a member of the firm, gave directions 
to two other men to get the stuff out 
of the windows and told him (the offi¬ 
cer) that this was being done as a pre¬ 
caution against theft while the win¬ 
dow was broken. In some first class 
stores there Is a regular danger signal 
arranged, and the meu are drilled each 
week. When the danger gong sounds 
one man takes his place at the door, 
another at the telephone to send word 
to the police, another with running 
qualities makes for tbe door lu readi¬ 
ness to pursue, and so on.
